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INTRODUCTION TO CASTING 


The illustration below shows the motions involved in the standard 
overhand cast, used most frequently by experienced anglers. 

We feel it is the easiest to learn and the most consistent in 
accuracy. 

Throughout your casting procedures think of your arm and rod 
as the hand on a clock which starts at 9 or 10, goes over to 
1 or 2 and returns to 10. Remember to coordinate your motions 
with the type of tackle being used.
